BATTLE OF RED BANK,

Colonel Christopher Graen's Great Vie-
tory Over Count Donop's. Hessian
Troops Celebrated by Patriots.

The colebration, on Friday, by resldents
of Camden, N. J. of the battle of Red
Rank eails to mind gne of the minor cpn-
tests of the war of Independence. Thin
Med Rank is not the prosperous town op
tlia gouth shore of the Navesink Rlver, but
o plnee on the Delnware Tiver, between
Big Tlmber and Woodbury cresks,

EBtlll standing theére Iy old Fort Mercer,
which was bravely and successfully de-

fended by  Colonel  Christopher Green
agninst n detnchment frrom the British
Army, cojpmanded by Count Donop, on
October 22, 1777. Count Donop and many
officers were mapde prisoners, and a Hen-
tennut-Colonel, thréa captnins, fonr et
fenants and smnnt} privates were Lkilled.
In commemporation of the ovent a monu-

went of gear morble was reared with the
foll}wlug Inseription:
1 _“This monnment was erected on. the
224 October, 1500, to transmit to posterity
a grateful remembrince of the patriotism
and gallantry of Lisptenant-Cdlonel Chris-
topher Gresn, who, with four hundred men,
canquerel! the Hesslnn arioy of two thoo-
sanid troons then fn the British servies, nt - 0 3 :
